Was Committed 
Police in Kansas City said 
Williams, who had used several 
aliases, had been committed to 
the Missouri State Hospital in 
1965 after two separate charges 
of molestation and one charge 
of rape of a 7-year-old girl dur­ 
ing the month of April.

walked away from the hospital 
in July, 1968, hospital records 
show.

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Deportees Entrench Programs 
Democrats Spur Spending

WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 
twilight weeks of the Johnson 
presidency, Democratic admin­ 
istrators are feeding farewell 
doses of federal funds to pet 
G reat Society programs. 
The objective, says one de­ 
parting Democrat, is to create 
"plenty of momentum” to pro­ 
pel the program s past possible 
budget 
slashes 
in 
the 
early 
months of Richard M. Nixon’s 
Republican administration. 
The latest example cam e this 
week and involved one of the 
Johnson adm inistration’s favor­ 
ite urban programs—Model Cit­ 
ies. Officials disclosed that Seat­ 
tle, Wash., Is receiving a $19 
million bundle of federal grants 
to move its Model Cities pro­ 
gram off the drawing boards 
and into action. 
Model Cities Fund 
This was the first time the 
half-billion-dollar fund for sup­ 
plemental Model Cities grants 
had been tapped, but Robert C. 
Wood, acting secretary of Hous­ 
ing and 
Urban 
Development, 
said “other cities with plans un­ 
der review can expect a deci­ 
sion shortly.” 
Before Nixon moves Into the 
White House on Jan. 20, officials 
Mid, ifs possible that nearly a 
score of other cities will receive 
sim ilar grants. These include 
Atlanta: Baltimore; Boston and 
Cambridge, 
Mass.; 
Charlotte, 
N.C.; 
Denver, 
Colo.; 
Detroit 
and 
Highland 
Park, 
Mich.; 
Huntsville, Ala.; 
Philadelphia: 
Portland, 
Maine;

Tampa. Fla.; and Waco, Tex. 
Funds for preliminary plan­ 
ning af Model Cities projects 
were exhausted a month ago 
when 22 cities were added to the 
125 communities already chart­ 
ing federally sponsored attacks 
on urban blight. 
Entrench Program 
While G reat Society planners 
say the surge of grants was 
motivated by their belief that 
the Model Cities approach is tile 
beet way to upgrade city slums, 
they concede it will have the ef­ 
fect of firmly entrenching the 
program before the change in 
administrations. 
They 
believe 
Nixon and his lieutenants will 
feel compelled to continue allo­ 
cations under standards set by 
the Democrats. 
The 
momentum 
theory 
is 
being applied to other G reat So­ 
ciety program s, too. 
Take the Concentrated Em ­ 
ployment Program . On Dec. 6, 
Secretary 
of 
Labor 
Willard 
Wirtz announced that his de­ 
partm ent ana the Pentagon had 
agreed to expand this program 
to train 5,600 hard-core jobless 
for government jobs at defense 
installations in 41 cities.

underway before Nixon takes ok 
(lice. 
Renew CEP Contracts 
At the same time, the Labor 
D e trim e n t is renewing individ­ 
ual CEiP contracts. While some

The adm inistration’s move to 
abandon investigations of most 
welfare applicants and substi­ 
tute instead a simple declara-

New York Feels

NEW YORK t AP) — Bitter 
cold w eather and a flack of fuel 
oil combined with a mounting 
flu outbreak to make Christmas 
m iserable for thousands of New 
Yorkers who shivered and snif­ 
fled in unheated apartm ents. 
The city’s health commission­ 
er, Dr. Edward O’Rourke, ap­ 
pealed to Mayor John V. Lind­ 
say today to urge the oil indus­ 
try to speed up emergency fuel 
deliveries. 
The tem perature at 5 a.m. 
was 13 degrees above zero. 
“Despite the heavy num ber of 
calls received from seriously ill 
persons 
living 
in 
unheated 
apartm ents,” 
an 
O’Rourke 
spokesman said, “ less than 25 
per cent af the required amount 
of emergency fuel odd deliveries 
were m ade during the day”— 
Wednesday. 
The city received 2,432 heat 
complaints in one 12-hour period 


Wednesday, in addition to 377 
sim ilar complaints from ill per­ 
sons over a 14-hour period. 
Bloodbank 
supplies,

(AP) — Eager to return home 
after their historic orbit of the 
moon, the Apollo 8 explorers 
streaked faster and faster to­ 
ward the earth today on a per­ 
fect course that is to land them 
in 
the Pacific Ocean Friday 
morning. 
“ We’re happy to report the 
earth is getting larger.” com­ 
m ander Frank Borman said this 
morning. 
“ Looks like you’re going to hit 
the earth instead of Venus.” 
joked astronaut Gerald Carr, 
the ground communicator. 
At that tim e Apollo 8 was 
138.000 miles from earth, zip­ 
ping along at 3,600 miles an 
hour. 
Air Force Col. Borman. Navy 
Capt. Jam es A. Lovell Jr. and 
Air Force Maj. William A. An­ 
ders reported they were well 
rested after lengthy sleep per­ 
iods. It was the best shape they 
have been in since they started 
the momentous journey last Sat­ 
urday. 
Extremly Tired 
They were extr em civ tired 
after completing IO orbits of the 
moon Wednesday, and were told 
to get as much rest as possible 
for 
Friday’s 
critical Te-entry 
through the earth’s atmosphere. 
The spacemen were in good 
spirits as they chatted with C an­ 
thi® morning, receiving the dain­ 
ty news report from the “ inters­ 
tellar Tim es.” and hearing the 
latest about their families. 
Asked about the weather. An­ 
ders said: 
“ It looks like it’s 
snowing out right now.” He was 
dumping waste water, which 
freezes as it hilts icy cold space. 
Lovell reported that his star- 
tracking navigation checks were 
m atching ground computations 
extrem ely well. 
“ Do you want to turn off your 
radios and come in without us?” 
queried the ground. 
Apollo 8 was on such an accu­ 
rate course that a second mid­ 
course 
correction 
m aneuver 
planned today was cancelled. 
Controllers said the craft would 
m ake a slight adjustm ent just 
two hours before re-entry. 
Angle Important 
The astronauts are to slam 
into the heaviest part of the at­ 
mosphere Friday at 24,700 rndss 
an hour. 
If the croft comes in at too 
steep an angle it could break 
apart 
from 
the 
tremendous 
forces exerted on it. If the angle 
is too shallow, it could skip off 
the atmosphere, flinging the as­ 
tronauts deep into space to a 
point where they would not have 
enough oxygen to survive anoth­ 
er return trip. 
The ship m ust hit a two-de­ 
gree 
re-entry corridor—a 
26- 
m ile-diam eter slot at an altitude 
of 400,000 feet. 
To m aintain a relatively con­ 
stant buildup of gravity force® 
—after 
nearly 
six 
days 
of 
weightlessness—the 
astronauts 
will m ake a 30.000-foot “skip” 
from about 180.000 feet back up 
to 210,000 feet before nosing 
over into their final descent. 
After enduring re-entry tem­ 
peratures up to 5.000 degrees 
Fahrenheit, Apollo 8 is to para­ 
chute into the Pacific Ocean, 
1.000 miles 
south of Hawaii, 
about 10:55 a rn. EST Friday.

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Wood Industry Grows 


The Upper Peninsula’s forests, kmjr the sin­ 
gle most important factor in its economy, will be 
called on to play a bismer part in the rejrion’s 
fiscal health in the days ahead. From one end of 
the Upper Peninsula to the other there are signs 
of a renewed vigor in wood using industries. 
Several major projects using wood as the raw 
material have been announced by industries iii 
the Upper Peninsula thig year. Other encourag­ 
ing announcements may come in the New Year. 
Largest of the projects is that of the Esca­ 
naba Paper Co., 
a subsidiary of Mead Corp., 
which is in the $56.6 million first phase of a 
three-phase expansion program at it* plant in 
Delta County. This involves construction of a 
building 104 feet tall and a quarter of a mile long 
that will house a huge paper-making machine. 
The second phase will be a multi-million dollar 
mill for production of bleached pulp. TTie third 
phase will be another huge building of the same 
type and dimensions as the one being constructed 
under the first phase. 
The company expects to hire 200 or more 
employes late next year. Its present work force 
totals 600. The new mill will add 100,000 tons to 
the current capacity of 85,000 tons of paper. 


Iron Wood Timber & Development Corp., a 
new firm, has completed financing of a $3,800.- 
000 veneer and plywood plant in Bessemer, and 
plant construction is expected to begin soon. Fi­ 
nancing was made possible through approval of 
a $1-900.000 loan from the Economic Develop­ 
ment Administration. When 
completed. 
Iron 
Wood’s mill will employ 200 persons. Another IOO 
will be engaged in cutting to supply the aspen 
and birch needed for the mill. 
Copper Range plans to have its new $2,000,- 
000 wood fabricating complex near South Range 
in Houghton County in operation early in the 
New Year. And even before that plant is opened, 
Copper Range expects to expend another $250.- 
000 for expansion before the end of next year. 
The plant, which will be highly automated, will 
employ 80 to 85 men at the start, in addition to 
50 in cutting operations to supply the mill. 
Pete Mahan of Detroit, a reporter for the 
Associated Press, quoted William P. Nicholls, a 
Copper Range vice president as saving that pos­ 
sibilities for the wood fabricating complex are 
'‘unlimited.” Nicholls, Mahan said, sees the com­ 
pany’s production increasing from $1,800,000 
the first year to $4,000,000 in the third year. 
The plant will produce pre-cut wood parts for 
furniture and other woodworking industries.

The Oeveland-Cliffs Iron Co., another min­ 
ing company that has large timber holdings in 
the Upper Peninsula, last month announced that 
it had begun construction to enlarge its Forrest 
Center Sawmill in Alger County to increase the 
annual capacity of the mill f r o m 16,000,000 
board feet of lumber to 24,000,000. Tn addition, 
Oiffs said, the plant’s kiln drying capacity will 
be doubled. The center now employes about 80 
persons. When the expanded facilities are com­ 
pleted, the work force will number about IOO. 
In the far eastern Upper Peninsula, the 
Chippewa County Industrial Development Corp., 
is trying to raise $55,000 needed by Soo Hard­ 
woods. Inc., which is seeking to purchase the Soo 
Veneer Co. Soo Hardwoods, a new company, is 
negotiating for a substantial loan from banks and 
the Small Business Administration, but SBA 
requirements necessitate that the development 
corporation participate in the mortgages to the 
extent of $55,000. If the plans of Soo Hardwoods 
materialize, the company will expand the Sault 
Ste. Marie operation and ultimately triple the 
number of employes. 
A lot of stimulating developments are taking 
place in the wood industry in the Upper Penin- 
sula.They are providing more jobs and tax dol­ 
lars based on one of our leading resources.

The world was sickened and 
grieved along with the Kennedy 
family as they once again ap­ 
peared, self-controlled, through 
days of public grief. Sen. Ken­ 
nedy’s body lay in state at St.

York, then went by slow train 
to Washington for burial in Ar­ 
lington 
Cemetery, 
near

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Thermal Pollution Is 
Threatening Streams 


WASHINGTON (AP' — Be­ 
sides chemicals, selvage and 
trash something new is threat­ 
ening the rivers and streams of 
Hie United States and causing 
mounting concern among gov­ 
ernment officials. 
It is heat, simple heat in the 
form of hot air or water. The 
problem it causes is known as 
thermal pollution. 
Br killing fish outright or 
leaving them gasping for oxy­ 
gen. or by killing off their food 
supply or disrupting their life 
cycles so they can’t reproduce, 
heat can ruin a stream as sure­ 
ly as any industrial poison or 
choking plant growth. 
"This is one of the few pollu­ 
tion problems that we have an 
opportunity to stop before it 
ever starts," said Jacob I. Breg- 
man. deputy assistant secretary’ 
of the interior, in an interview. 
"But I doubt we could do much 
about it if we wait too long." 
The heat comes mainly from 
two sources: nationwide, ifs in­ 
dustry; in the western states, ir­ 
rigation may be a local prob­ 
lem. 
Thirsty Industry 
But 
the 
question of 
sun- 
warmed irrigation needs further 
study, said Bregman. And irri­ 
gation's 
demands 
probably 
won t grow very much, while in- 
dustry’s thirst seems unquench­ 
able. 
The focus is on industry and 
the enemies of thermal pollution 
have zeroed in on atomic power 
plants. 
No industry dumps more heat 
than the steam-powered electric 
utility, and no steam-electric 
system dumps more heat per 
kilowatt than an atomic plant. 
By the year 3000. the Water 
Resources 
Council 
predicts, 
steam-electric plants will be 
heating up 411 billion gallons a 
day—more than the whole Mis­ 
sissippi River system, ar half 
th* water ll all the rivers and 


| streams of the 48 adjoining i 
states. 
Heat Returns 
Steam-electric 
generation 
needs water from any conven- 
! ient stream or lake. Excess wa­ 
ter usually returns to its source 
IO to 20 degrees warmer. 
A coal-burning plant dumps 
more than half its heat back 
into cooling water, while an 
atomic plant dumps almost 70 
I per cent. 
And the atomic plants are tak-; 
ing over. There are only 14 in i 
operation now, but another 88 
• are on the way. By 1995, it is es­ 
timated. atomic power will sur­ 
pass coal and other fossil fuels 
in electric output, 
j Technical improvements m ay’ 
increase efficiency, but at best 
40 to 50 percent of the heat must 
. be dumped. 
An Atomic Energy’ Commis­ 
sion scientist explained 
"The only real solution is to 
get off the steam cycle." 
Efforts are being made to do 
just that through research but j 
no new process is close to com­ 
mercial use. 
Water Quality Act 
Meanwhile, 
power 
demand 
doubles every IO years or fast­ 
er. the plants get bigger, and 
the trend is toward the heat- 
profligate atomics. 
There are w-ays to cope with 
waste heat. Careful site selec­ 
tion helps; 
regulated mixing 
can reduce the heat shock on a 
stream; cooling ponds and big, 
expensive cooling towers can 
pass the heat from the water to 
the air. 
The problem is how to make 
sura industry uses those meth­ 
ods. 
Under the Water Quality Act 
of 1965. each state has proposed 
quality standards for its inter­ 
state waters, subject to Interior 
Department approval, and tem­ 
perature limits ara being writ­ 
ten into them. 


But tile law permits correc­ 
tive legal action only after a 
violation 
occurs 
and 
these 
standards don’t touch waters 
flowing entirely within a single 
state. 
Atomic Power 
A sweeping solution might be 
to require adequate pollution- 
con trol in the plans for each 
new plant before any federal 
agency licenses its construction. 
Just such a measure was in­ 
troduced last summer by Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie. D-Me. Inte­ 
rior would have had the say on 
the adequacy of facilities. It 
passed the Senate but was cut 
out by the House. 
But atomic power would have 
been the only major heat-dump­ 
ing industry affected, as the 
only one licensed by a federal 
agency—the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission. 
The industry itself, half recon­ 
ciled to cooling towers, offered 
little objection, but AEC chair­ 
man Glenn T. Se a borg opposed 
the bill, arguing that in failing 
to reach fossil-fueled plants it 
would fail to prevent thermal 
pollution and would only single 
out atomic plants for special re­ 
strictions. 
In Bregman’s view, that’s no 
reason to let the atomic plants 
dump their heat when the gov­ 
ernment 
could 
be 
stopping 
them. 
‘‘I would echo Seaborg," he 
added, "that it ought to apply to 
all sources of heat. I hope even­ 
tually the government will have 
power in this field."

WASHINGTON (AP)—Seattle 
got the government's nod Mon­ 
day as the first city to receive 
federal funds to carry out sllum- 
rebuilding plans. 
Detroit and Highland Park, 
Mich., were listed among 16 oth­ 
er cities whose Model Cities 
plans are now being reviewed 
or are likely to be submitted 
by the end of the year as the 
Model Cities program finally 
ended years of planning and en­ 
tered the operational phase.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent-elect Nixon would prevent 
a recurrence of the capture of 
the U.S. intelligence-gathering 
ship Pueblo by providing more 
and better protection for such 
vessels, according to his last re­ 
corded statements cai the mat­ 
ter. 
In views expressed before and 
during the presidential 
cam­ 
paign, and not publicly changed 
sin^e, Nixon stated: 
“I say that wherever we have 
—and we must have ships of 
this type gathering intelligence 
so that we will not have a sur­ 
prise attack—let us make sure 
that we have in the area other 
ships or planes that can come to 
the rescue of such a ship in the 
event that it comes under at­ 
tack.” 
Soon after North Korea cap­ 
tured the Pueblo and its 83-man 
crew last January. Nixon said, 
‘‘What we can do is not let this 
happen again.” 
However, Nixon stopped short 
during the campaign of propos­ 
ing that spy ships be given es­ 
cort and air cover at all times. 
Nixon’s view has been chal­ 
lenged by Johnson administra­ 
tion officials, spokesmen and 
I defense officials. 
Because of the secret nature 
of their assignments, the spy 
I ship* cannot always be kept in 
the range of American naval 
and air units, they say. 
View Challenged 
Former Secretary' of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara, current 
I Defense chief Clark M. Clifford 
and Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, 
| chairman of the Joints Chiefs of 
Staff, all have opposed the idea 
of naval escort or a jet fighter 
cover for intelligence ships. 
Clifford said last September: 
“You have a ship like the Pueb­ 
lo there to engage in a certain 
important function, that is, the 


gathering of information that 
comes over the airways. . . 
“It can’t be part of a large 
flotilla of naval vessels because 
that would destroy the purpose 
for why ifs there. You can’t 
keep a cap of fighter planes 
over it. That again would de­ 
stroy its effectiveness.” 
Wheeler testified for Congress 
that the cost of escorting ships 
like the Pueblo would be “ex­ 
tremely high.” 
Escort Cost High 
In some cases, Wheeler said. 
it would require carrier task 
farces “deployed thousands of 
miles from our shores in order 
to protect the vessel, which 
should be able to proceed freely 
on the high seas in accordance 
with international law.” 
In criticizing the Johnson ad­ 
ministration’s handling of the 
Pueblo situation soon after the 
capture of the ship Nixon said 
that “We should have either 
moved in with cover for the ship 
or we should have pulled it out 
of there.” 
Defense Department officials 
said that at the time, only 18 
U.S. Air force jets were in the 
Pueblo’s area and they could 


not have been put in the air in 
time to have helped. 
There were no American na­ 
val units near enough to have 
aided the spy ship either, the of­ 
ficials said. 
Only after the Pueblo was 
grabbed by the North Koreans 
did the United States dispatch
